Why is this true, if he has only kept 
tight hold of .his own money? 
If it 
were his own. it wouldn't be wrong for 
we corn peí ourselves, Yn the' form 
him to keep tight hold of it.

war is proving to us that all money 


and the government is 
taking 
the 
money from us to pay the soldier and 
to pay for his weapons and transpor- 
tation. 
The government has taken 
our money for these things, we say.

the nation's money as the nation had

has loft it to other agencies to do

a work of humanitarianism, but that 
done behind the lines is one of the 
great ingredients of victory. 


We dare not neglect it or slight it. 
We dare not refuse to "give" to It 
bccause we have "given to so many 
things." 
The government does not 
act as our agent here; nor, in this,

PROVIDE WINTER POTATOES FOR 
HOME STORAGE. 


Save laic 
frisli potatoes by 
storing 
them iji a room in the cellar or in an 
outdoor storage bank or pit. 


AVhen .«toree! in cellars, the potatoes 
mny be put into barrels, boxes, baskets, 
rrate.«, bins, or on the floor, but must be 
})r()terted from tlie light. 


Select a well drained location, make a 
sliallow excavation about G inches deep, 
line it with straw, hay. leaves or similar 
material, and pjace the potatoes in a cóni- 
ca I pile on the lining. Make the bo I torn 
of the pile about the same size, but not 
larirer than the bottom of the e.xcavation. 


Cover the potatoes Avilh the same ma- 
terial as that u.sed for lining the bottom 
of the pit and carry it up several inches 
above tlie ape.x of the pile of vegetables, 
having it extende through the dirt cover- 
ing. 
This serves as a. ventilating flue, 
and it should be covered with a piece of 
tin or a short board as a protection from 
rain. 


The dirt covering should be 2 or 3 
inche.s thick when 
the vegetables 
arc 
stored; and it should be inercaíod ;i.s se- 
verely cold weather approaches until it is 


a foot or more in, thickness, or sufficient 
to protect from frcezijig. In finishing the 
pit, the dirt should be firmed with the 
back of te shovel in order to make it as 
nearly waterproof as possible. 


The shallow trench around the base of 
the pit should have an outlet for carry- 
ing off the water. 
Supplement the dirt 
covering with manure, straw, corn fodder 
or other protctive material. 
Use several 
small pits instead of one large one, as 
vegetables keep better in small pits, and 
tlie entire contents can be removed when 
the pit is opened.

How to Clarify Fat 


To Clarify Fat.—Melt fat and add a 
couple raw sliced potatoes to it. 
Al- 
low to heat gradually when the fat 
ceases to bubble and the potatoes ap- 
pear a nice 
brown; 
strain through 
double cheesecloth placed over wire 
strainer, into a pan. 
The potato ab- 
sorbs any odors or gases and collects 
to itself some of the sediment, the re- 
mainder settling to the bottom of the 
kettle. 


When there is only a small amount 
of fat to be clarified, add to cold fat 
some boiling water. 
Stir vigorously, 
and set aside to cool; the fat will form 
a cake on top, which may be easily re- 
moved. 
On the bottom of the cake 
will be found sediment, which 
may 
be readily scraped off with a knife. 


All remnants of leftover fat, wheth- 
er cooked 
or 
uncooked, 
should be 
saved and fried out and when neces- 
sary 
clarified. 
Fat 
from 
chicken, 
beef and pork may be used as shorten- 
ing in cakes, cookies, pies or for fry- 
ing purposes. 


Fat from mutton may be used for 
making hard and soft soap. 
Although 
a great many people do not object to 
taste and use it the 
same 
as 
other 
fat.s, others throw it out, but in these 
times when we are "avoiding waste" 
we can use all left over fats in some 
way or another. 


Do not forget that the water 
in 
which corned beef has been cooked 
or the fat removed from soup stock 
may be tried out, clarified and used 
for all shortening purposes.

Men's association. 
Senator Reed at- 
tempted to reply to a circular letter 
purporting to have been sent out by 
the Wisconsin senator, but his opening 
remarks, which appai-ently led his ai^d- 
itors to believe he was contending for 
peace, threw the meeting intd an up- 
roar and he concluded his speech only 
after several attempts to quiet inter- 
ruptions. 


In the LaFollette letter, which was 
read, the writer declared he was "con- 
tending for the constitutional right of 
free speech and peaceful assemblage 
for the right of the people to discuss 
the terms of an honorable peace"— 
it was the latter clause upon which the 
Missouri senate)- centered his attack. 
"There is a time for the discussion of 
peace—," he began, when shouts of 
"No! No!" drowned 
his voice. 
He 
held up his hand for silence and be- 
gan, but another interruption occurred 
and then he pleaded for a hearing, de- 
claring that no one in the room would 
disagree with him after hearing him 
to the end. 


"There is a time for the discussion 
of peace,"

continued, "and that 
time will come when the 
American 
army is hammering on the gates of 
Berlin."

Address By Dr. Cainc. 


The war is proving the fallacy of 
drug 
medication 
and is 
establishing 
the practical value of other life-sav- 
ing methods, among which is osteo- 
pathy, declared Dr. A. B. Caine, of 
Marion, member of the Indiana State 
board 
of 
Medical 
Registration 
and 
Examination, at the annual 
conven- 
tion of the Indiana Osteopathy asso- 
ciation 
at 
the Anthony 
hotel. 
Fort 
Wayne. Wednesday. 
Dr. Caine said: 


"Within the next decade, there will 
be a great awakening, therapeutically. 
All hands point to that fact. 
Note 
the new, life-saving discoveries 
that 
the necea-sities of war have 
brought 
forth. 
W h a t have they been? 
Xew 
drugs 
to 
cure 
old 
diseases? 
Old 
drugs with new curing 
possibilities? 
Xot at all. 


"In the 
first 
place, drugs do 
not 
cure, 
never 
have, 
and 
never 
\yLll. 
When will-that fact be brought home 
to all people as it is cvei-y day being 
realized by the average physician in 
his conscientious effort to rjo the best 
for 
his 
patient, 
and 
as 
has 
been 
known 
and 
practiced 
by the 
osteo- 
pathic 
phy.sician 
for 
over 
thirty 
year.s? The living value, therapeutic- 
ally, as the result of forced applica- 
tion in thi.s great conflict among na- 
tions will be along the lines of 
na- 
tural methods, antisepsis, and surgery. 
Dakin's solution, for example, is giv- 
ing to many 
a wounded 
soldier 
his 
only chance for life and a return to 
his home 
and 
loved 
ones. 
That 
is 
not internal 
medicine. 
Other 
pro- 
gre.ss, along tliis line, might l)e men- 
tioned. but 
the 
press and 
technical 
journals keep, not only the laity but 
the physicians, up to date on 
these 
things and abreast of the times. 


"But 
there 
is just 
one 
jihase 
of 
war relief that is overlooked and un- 
derestimated. 
And that is saying a 
great deal, friends. 
To say, just one. 
Not bad, after all, for a 
medically 
controlled 
service. 
But 
when 
we 
think of the vast thou.sands of peo- 
ple all' over these United States, who, 
at home, rely upon other, more sane 
and 
more sensible methods for 
the 
relief and cure of their sickness and 
suffering, is it not surprising, to say 
the least, that v,'hen these boys are 
called 
ui)on 
to 
make 
the 
supreme 
sacrifice of their 
lives, 
away 
from 
friends 
and 
the 
comforts, 
home. 
Uncle Sam does not grant to 
them 
their choice of the kind of phj'sician 
they are in the habit of 
employing 
at home. 


Work On Battlefield. 


"You ask what an osteopathic phy- 
sician could do on the battlefield?

answer: 
Anything 
that

physician can do, and much that he 
cannot 
do.

For typhoid 
fever 
and pneumonia, he has the most ra- 
tional and scientific method 
of cure 
t h a t 
is 
known 
today—the 
natural 
method. 
In the great Johns Hopkins 
Medical hospital practically no medi- 
cine is given in typhoid fever. 
If 
not there, and patients get well, why 
any 
where 
else? 
Dr. 
Evan.s, 
the 
medical specialist, of Chicago, and the 
writer of the "How to Keep 
Well" 
column in the "Tribune," said in his 
article on pneumonia that there, is 
no medical treatment for that. 


"Now then, if no medicine is given 
to cure these two great scourges in 
civil life, why in war? 
Why, also, 
cannot ^he osteopathic pbyelcian do 
tLM much and. more, wheii'. lie i0 trained 
^«ong Mitf« i)f 6tpt, ttm^if, 
nuftUHh h7^ro«th«r«p7, 
kii«''«aepato.

this war continues for a long period, 
he will have. 
If it does not continue, 
and God gi-ant that it will not, the

CONSTANTINE STRON 


FOR H W E ' S FOLKS 


More Disclosures of Late 
Grecian King's Effort to 
Aid Germans. 


London, Nov. 6.—A dispatch to Ren- 
ter's from Athens says another series 
of telegrams, which were dispatched to 
Berlin during the regime of King Con- 
stantino, have been published and that 
they show the secret efforts of the for- 
mer king to help the Germans win the 
war. 
One of these dispatches, dated 
Jan. 21, 1916, follows:

BRITISH SUCCESS 


OVER THE TURKS 


Guns and Prisoners Have 
Been Captured by the 
Expedition. 


London. Nov. 7.—The British have 
captured the city of Gaza, In Pales- 
tine, the war office anounces. 


The British have made an advance 
of nine miles,

to Gaza. 
The 
new 
British 
offensive in Palestine which is being 
prosecuted vigorously now 
that

actively, is being developed along a 
front e.xtending eastward 
f r o m 
the 
Mediterranean coast. 
Gaza Is thirty 
miles north of the Egj-ptian border, 
near the coast. 
It is about 30 miles 
southwest 
of 
Beersheda 
which 
the 
British ca]itured a few days ago and 
50 mile.s southwest 
of 
Jerusalem. 


A f u r t h e r advance 
also has 
been 
made north 
of Beei\sheba, 
a town 
eleven miles above that citj- having 
been captured. 


"General AHcnby reports that 
our 
troops captured 
Ehuweilfeh, 
eleven 
miles north of Beersheba, soon after 
midnight Monday and 
the 
repeated 
counter-attacks throughout the whole 
of yesterday were repulsed," says the 
statement. 


" F u r t h e r south our troops, advanc- 
ing in a northwesterly direction from 
the neighborhood of Beersheba, 
car- 
ried the whole Turkish defenses south 
of the line of Tell Abu Hares-Tellesch 
Scheri 'ah, capturing both these last 
named places. 
This is an advance of 
nine miles from the position of de- 
parture.

tion of the front six guns have been 
taken.

COALMEN GATHER TO 


O l S n S M O N 


Meet in Washington, Where 
They Will Frame Plan 
Against Shortage. 


Washinprton, Xoa". 7.—Directors of the 
National Coal association, 
representing 
bituminous coal* operators witJi a yearly 
output of 250,000.000 ton.i, met liere to- 
day to frame a comprehensive program 
for dealing 
witli the threatened 
coal 
shortage. 


Primary consideration will be given to 
co-operation with the railroads to obtain 
an adequate car 
supply 
and 
quicker 
movement of cars Avhen loaded. 
Report 
from eastern and middle western coal 
fields indicate that the car shortage has 
reduced the output of these mines to 
from two-thirds to three-fourths of their 
capacity. 
There is every indication, ac- 
cording to members of the a.ssociation, 
that cold weather still further will reduce 
output unless immediate remedial steps 
are taken and that serious embarrass- 
ment to all users of bituminous coal, in- 
cluding public utilities planii .supplying 
eastern cities with light and power, will 
result. 
In addition to the shortage of 
freight cars, the congestion of freight 
and unloaded cars on some of the coun- 
try's leading 
roads is 
another factor 
which is a contributing cause to the situ- 
ation. 
The entire country west of the 
Mississippi, it i.s .stated, soon will face as 
serious a situation as the east unless 
prompt remedial steps are taken. 
The 
shortage in the west is more acute by 
reason of .'•hortage of the oil supply, 
which has forced factories, smelters and 
other industrial e.'tablishments using oil 
as fuel to use coal. 
This has re.sulted in 
diminisliing the amount of coal which 
would be available otherwi.se for indus- 
trial and domestic u.=!e. To minimize the 
eiTccts of the threatened .shortage the 
operators will con.sider for .submission to 
Dr. H. A. Garfield, the fuel administrator, 
a general program calling for the con- 
servation of coal in all indutries and in 
domestic consumption. 
The association 
is co-operating with the 
railway 
war 
board, the priorities committee and the 
fuel administrator in attempting to reach 
a solution of the problem and to in- 
crea.se mine output to the maximum—a 
result which it is felt must be attained 
to avert a general .shortage this winter.

leries, turning it into commercial al- 
cohol and .stock feed.

food department and people general- 
ly have been badly fooled," with the 
apparent size of the 1917 corn crop, 
lie said his thirty years of experience 
in the grain bu.siness had led him to 
believe that the 1917 corn crop will 
not exceed 50 per cent, of the gov- 
ernment estimates and that the selec- 
tion of seed corn in Indiana is goini? 
to prove a very difficult task.

brought to the city a plurality large 
enough to overcome Hodson'a city lead 
and he had a majority over Hodson 
of more than 90,000.

In addition to Attorney Gen- 
eral Lewis the republican.^ elected ?8 
of the 150 members of the 1918 assem- 
bly.

Of nineteen holdovers in the state 
senate twelve are democrats. 
In nine- 
teen districts In which senators were 
elected, returns indicate the election 
of twelve democrats and seven repub- 
licans, though In one or two Instances 
the resutl is very close.

Libya four years ago conquered the works 
by bayonet charges, the Italians being 
without artillery of any kind, even ma- 
chine guns, to leam how to conquer the 
Austrians. Now they must leam the Ger- 
man way. The Italians have vast superi- 
ority in mountain fighting over the Ger- 
mans, who secured their advantage two 
weeks ago by treachery. 


Is Being Strengthened. 


Gen. Cadoma's line is being strength- 
ened by the Burpraing activity of air- 
planes, notably the Capronis, in con- 
structing which Italy has made rapid 
strides. 
Italian officers have insisted to 
the correspondent as they have insisted 
for the last year, that the United States 
must furnish more artillery, but that par- 
ticularly that she must furnish aviators 
and airplanes. 
They say Italy has a 
superabundant supply of troops but never 
has had enough airplanes, which they 
believe will prove the key to further 
warfare w h e t W it is of resistance or ag- 
gression. 
They a.ssert that the United 
States therefore will do far better for her 
allies by furnishing airplanes than in 
sending troops, a task which it will r^e- 
quire great effort to carry out, and also 
large quantities of food to maintain the 
men. They say that 1,000 aviators would 
be better 'than 100,000 troops. 


The Italian point of view seemed 
to be vindicated not only when 
the 
Italians took Bainsizza in September 
but during the recent retreat 
when 
the Capronis protected the rear and 
also destroyed store houses of 
sup- 
plies which the 
retreating 
infantry 
was unable to do. 
After the retreat 
the Capronis went over the 
ground 
and blew up the Italian supplies. 


Army Tampered 
With. 


It is true that the Italian 
army 
has been tampered with and that the 
Isonzo retreat Is more of a political 
than 
military 
defeat. 
But 
it 
is 
reiterated 
that the army's heart 
is 
sound. 
The army is made up of 
young men taught in the school of 
war and ready to undergo any hard- 
ship for the country. 
It has grown 
from 
very 
small 
dimensions 
to 
a 
splendid organization. 
Officers cite 
the case of the development of Italy's 
airplane 
corps. 
Two 
years 
ago 
American 
aviators in Italy 
engaged 
in training Italians in the 
aviation 
school 
found difficulty in 
obtaining 
pupils, 
whereas 
for 
the 
last 
year 
literally thousands of young Italians 
have been usig every influence pos- 
sible to obtain entrance in the areo- 
plane corps. 
It is explained that it 
has been 
necessary 
to educate 
the 
Italian mind to modern methods of 
fighting 
but 
that 
once 
taught 
the 
Italians become experts. 


They have for many months dominat- 
ed the air on the Isonzo front looking 
upon the dangerous work of bombing 
the Austrian lines, munition factories 
and the plants at Pola as mere sport. 
Owing to Italian conservatism, national 
poverty and other causes of a similar 
nature, there has been no nation-wide 
campaign in Italy for an adequate in- 
crease in the artillery. 
It is hoped that 
the United 
States will not lose confi- 
dence in the 
bravery 
of the 
Italian 
troops, the efficiency of the officers and 
the patriotism of the people, though 
a temporary reverse has been playing 
Into the hands of the enemy. 
The sit- 
uation is getting clearer and the steadi- 
ness with which the troops are falling 
back to the new position gives a prom- 
ising outlook. 
The general conditions 
none the less continue grave, though 
for the first time there is a note of en- 
couragement and 
confidence 
In the 
course of events.

The new war tax placed on railroad 


fa'res has introduced a new method 
for the slackers to try to beat the gov- 
ernment. The tax-is not imposed ,on 
fares less than thirty-five .cents and a, 
number of travelers on the Fort 
Wayne and Northern Indiana Traction 
lines have tried 
to keep under this 


limit by paying a fifty cent fare on 
the' installment plan. The slacker who 
tries to pull this off pays his fare to a 
thirty cent point and then tries to pay 
the other twenty cents,to ^his destina- 
tion. By playing this trick on the gov- 
ernment that gave him his freedom 
ana is now protecting him, the slacker 
attempts to save for his own use the 
sum of four cents, which would be the 
amount of/ the government tax on a 
fifty cent fare.

not work, for the conductor is told to 
watch this and when he collects the 
second fare charges twenty-four cents, 
raising the total up to the amount re- 
quired to pay the'tax.

Lately it has been the subject of something 


of a propaganda that the embarrassments of 
the coal situation may be considerably modi- 
fied by the development of a wood situation. 

The railroads them- 
selves perhaps can assist greatly to solve the 
fuel problem by complete abandonment of a 
consistent practice of vast waste of com- 
bustibles. That is to say the railroads, instead 
of destroying every year many millions of dis- 
carded cross-ties by burning them in heaps 
along their tracks, might take the pains to 
haul those ties to population centers, great 
and small, where fuel problems exist. Like- 
wise the railroads might with a similar if not 
equal advantage to solution of the fuel situa- 
tion quit the wasteful practice' of burning 
their condemned cars to make a cheap re- 
covery of the iron and steel parts. . In both 
practices the railroads of the country have 
wantonly destroyed no one may say how many 
hundreds of millions of cords of perfectly good 
fuel that might have been used both to con- 
serve standing timber and to save in coal con-

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The Peril of a Prussian -Peace 


BY JOHN SPARGO. 


" From my boyhood days I have been 
an ardent anti-militarist and pacifist 
For more than a quarter.of a century,! 
have gladly given myself unreservedly 
to the war upon war. 
• 
• . 


I am still an ardent anti-militarist 


and pacifist. • I 'hate war as' much as 
ever I did. Above all, else: I want to 
see peace secureiy established. 


Nevertheless, I confess that at this 


time I am more afraid of a Prussian 
peace-than I am of a continuance'of 
the. war, horrible, as that is. Prussian 
militarism seeking to shape the con- 
ditions-.of rworld,.peace-is more .to be 
feared- than when it is sharpening its 
sword, for war. 
. 
. • .• • 


The essence-of Prussian militarism 


is this: It organizes all the resources 
of civilization to the end of establish- 
ing dominion over all peoples. With 
fiendish -ingenuity - it has perverted to 
that ignoble and base end all .the finest 
achievements ..of 
civilized- man. In 


order that these mighty forces may be 
made of benefit to all mankind, and 
that the freedom of all peoples may be 
secured, and fraternal co-operation be 
substituted for brute • force in 
the 


organization of .the life of the world; 
Prussian militarism must be de- 
stroyed. 
- . • • • . 


• If I am- asked whether militarism 
is only dangerous when it Is Prussian; 
whether it is noto.-a fact that French 
militarism, British militarism, and 
now American militarism, are equally 
perilous and objectionable, I answer 
that the essence of militarism lies-not 
in - the possession of trained armies, 
well equipped. It lies, rather, in the 
determination to use these forces for 
conquest and dominion. • 


At present England is a great army 


camp. 
Industrially 
It 
Is a vast 


arsenal. But England has not organ- 
ized her resources for the purpose Of 
conquest and dominion. Instead, she 
has created the vast military machine 
she has in order to protect herself and 
her neighbors against Germany's ag- 
gression. England has become a great 
military nation, temporarily, but she 
is not a militaristic nation';" 


France, too, has been forced to 


abandon her normal pursuits and to 
develop her military power" to an ex- 
tent undreamed of, but France Is not a 
militaristic nation.

The American people • find them- 


selves in a position similar to the po- 
sition of France and England. Hating 
war, and militarism, as our • history 
clearly and abundantly proves, we 
have been compelled to . develop an 
enormous army in order to protect 
the rights and the lives of our citizens 
and those international principles and 
institutions, without which civiliza- 
tion can not be maintained. We have 
no desire to dominate the world. We 
seek no aggrandizement, no annexa- 
tions of territory, no commercial ad- 
vantages. We do not even seek re- 
venge for the wrongs we have suffered 
at the hands of Germany. • Our sole 
purpose is the establishment of the 
security of all nations against the law- 
less and despotic conduct of a nation 
which acknowledges no right save 
might, the great power which despises 
the methods of civilization and insists 
upon the methods of barbarism.. • 
. Militarism Is repugnant to us.' We 
prefer the plow to the sword. We are 
happier in the triumphs of industry 
than in the triumphs of war. We fight 
only because we must; 
because the 


argument of brute force is the only 
argument the Prussian barbarian can 
comprehend or respect. 


If peace were made today upon the 


terms which Prussia has caused to be 
circulated throughout the world there 
could be no guarantee that the peace 
would be enduring. 
The vast Prus- 


sian military machine would be main- 
tained. Still all the resources of the 
German empire would be organized 
for the purpose of dominating and 
ruling the life of the world and, of 
subjecting all nations to the will and 
purpose of Germany. Under such 
conditions, no nation which preserved 
that self-respect and lovo of independ- 
ence which are essential to freedom 


and progress would dare lessen its ar- 
maments. To.do'so would be equiva- 
lent to suicide. 
The nations would 


have to continue to waste their sub- 
stance in military preparations against 
the Inevitable day of German assault. 


The United States, which has never 


heretofore .maintained an army of any 
size, .would.have to maintain as a part 
of Its permanent organization a vast 
army, capable of meeting any other 
vast army. It would have to enter 
into alliances with.other nations as 
means of protecting./itself against 
other alliances. ', The Prussian peace 
would thus fasten upon us, andjjpon 
all other nations, a military burden 
as great as that which the war-has 
forced upon us and them. 
' 
' 
, 


If, instead of a premature "peace 


Upon terms dictated by 'Prussia, we 
wait for the peaoe which will be pos- 
sible'upon our. own terms, and those 
of oiir allies, when Prussia is obliged 
to acknowledge defeat and to surren- 
der, we shall be in a position to throw 
Off the military burden which would 
crush us to the ground. We shall be 
able to deny Prussia the right to 
maintain a-menace to the common 
weal of the nations, and in so doing 
assure our own safety and freedom to 
live. Progressive disarmament is only 
possible when Prussian militarism 
shall have been destroyed. 
• 


Stripped of all disguises and subtle- 


ties, the Prussian plan is a peace which 
will restore the status quo ante. 
Everything Is to be as It was in the 
days before Prussia -made 'war upon 
civilization—in outward appearance, 
that is.- Essentially, things would be 
very different Germany would be ad- 
vanced a long' way toward the realiza-, 
tion of the cherished ambition of world 
domination. 
Having devastated her 


neighbors, laid their fields and vine- 
yards to waste, and destroyed their 
industry and commerce, forcing,them 
to struggle for. a. generation to repair 
the damage thus wantonly wrought, 
Germany-would soon be again ready 
to make war; and who can consider 
her record and doubt- that she would 
do so? 


.At this time Prussia making peace 


Is more to be feared than Prussia 
making wari 
This; is .no time for 


weakening. The interest of all civil- 
ized mankind—and particularly of the 
German people—require the defeat of 
the central empires and the establish- 
ment .of those principles of interna- 
tional law which Germany -has flouted 
and denied. 


In every war of vast magnitude 


earnest and well intentioned, but mis- 
guided, people urge peace when peace 
is perilous. Thus it was in the dark 
days .of the civil war; ^ the pacifists 
of the time urged Lincoln to make 
peace, and'Lincoln was denounced by 
them far more bitterly than anyone 
has had the hardihood to denounce 
President Wilson. Today every,sane 
person in the land knows that Lin- 
coln was Justified in the course .he 
took, and that the pacifists were 
wrong. Had the council of the paci- 
fists prevailed it would have been a 
great disaster to civilization. 


Prussian contempt for civilization 


and law forced us into this • war 
against our wishes and inclinations, 
We shall not lay down the sword until 
we have forced Prussian-ruled Ger- 
many to respect civilization and inter- 
national law. , We must insist upon 
an end'being put to the anarchy and 
brutal arrogance of Prussian militar- 
ism.

- We are for peace, now as ever, but 
not for the peace which Prussia would 
impose upon the world—the peace 
which comes from submission to the 
tyrant's yoke.

red are^s (which soon become clus- 
tered on the forehead) begins to ap- 
pear on the fourth or fifth day of ill- 
ness. This1 rapidly spreads over the 
face and body. 
The disease varies greatly in its se- 


verity, but mild cases often give rise 
to severe cases in others. The disease 
is most seilous in children under flve 
years of age. 


A child under five Is many times 


more'likely to die from measles than 
a child of ten. 


The chief complications are pneu- 


monia, ear disease and the lighting 
up of latent,, tuberculosis. 


The Infectious agent is contained in 


the discharge of the nose, throat, eyes 
and ears and infection may apparent- 
ly be communicated at least two days 
before the eruption appears on the 
face. 
The germs usually remain- active 


in these discharges 
for only two or 


three days after the rash begins to ap- 
pear, sp that measles is usually not 
communicable after the fever has sub- 
sided. 


The fine scales on the body do not 


transmit the germ and the infection 
is probably air borne except in the 
sense that droplets thrown out in 
forced 
breathing 
or coughing or 


sneezing may convey It.

The appetite 


fails. The secretions are disturbed. 
Should the anxiety continue, the sub- 
ject is almost certain to become a con- 
firmed dyspeptic. 


The effect of worry upon the infer- 


nal glands has not been fully studied. 
Enough is known, however, to assure 
the physician that it affects the se- 
cretions of these glands very serious- 
ly through the systematic nerves. It 
thus becomes an important agent In! 
producing exophthalmic goitre and a j 
train of other Ills that can only be 
denned when the real functions of tho 
glands in question are more adequate- 
ly studied. Insomnia, a most fruit- 
ful source of physical ills, is a certain 
consequence of worry.

Each Tenth Baby Dies Before It Is 


Year Ola 'in This Country. 


One baby out of every ten dies be- 


fore it is one year of age in the cities 
of the United States with a population 
of 25,000 and over, according to sta- 
tistics Just issued by the New York 
milk committee. 


At the same time the death rate 


among babies in the larger American 
cities has been reduced 11 per cent, 
since 1910, says this same report 


This reduction 
has 
been 
made 


among cities of 100,000 
population 


and over. The smaller cities have not 
done so welt The reduction in cities 
between 60,000 and 100,000 popula- 
tion is only 2 per cent, while those 
under bO,000 show an Increase of 5 
per cent. The general reduction in 
death rate is 9 per cent. 


The lowest death rate in the coun- 


try in 1916 among the cities of 100,000 
and over was in Portland, Ore., with a 
record of only 56 baby deaths per 1,- 
000 births Fall River, Mass., is the 
highest with ft rate of 103. 


Infant mortality is said to be the 


most sensitive index of social welfare. 
In war times it may well serve as a 
guide for cities and- local communi- 
ties in child welfare activities. 


After threjj years of war Great Bri- 


tain and Germany are planning na- 
tional movements for maternity, in- 
fant and child conservation, hoping in 
this way within a few years to replace 
the man power lost In the war. 


The marked decrease in infan 


deaths did not begin in this country 
until 1910, when organized Infant wel- 
fare work became general.

far worse than In Libby prison, he 
said. The Y. M. C- A. even in the 
prisons of Germany are' doing much 
to relieve the suffering and bring some 
happiness into the lives of the men 
confined there. 


"There is a terrific challenge before 


us," Mr. Elliott said in conclusion. 
"Even though we do all we can we'll 
never do as much as we ought to do. 
You business men have got to put it

At the close of the campaign almost

Included among the workers were 
many prominent society women. While 
the main interest in the election was 
centered in the mayoralty, the ques- 
tion of granting suffrage to women by 
amendment to the state constitution 
attracted unusual attention. The suffra 
gists have adopted a vigorous state- 
wide campaign for their cause and are 
confident of victory.

of voting machine troubles reported 
to the office of the city clerk before 
noon. Nine of the calls for "help" came 
n shortly after 6 o'clock. 
Precincts 


n which the devices failed to respond 
at once were the 18th, 20th, 1st, 15th, 
13th, 28th, 23rd, 17th and 6th. In 
some precincts it was reported that the 
machines failed to look. 
In others 


the levers refused to work. In every 
case the mechanicians who answered 
:he calls found that the devices were 


good mechanical order. 
In the eighteenth precinct it was 


found that nine votes were already 
registered for the socialist candidate 
tor council from that ward. 
In all 


other cases the three party lists stood 
at zero for every name. Where the 
nine votes had been given to the social- 
ist candidate by oversight of the men 
who adjusted the machines, a note

est county in Illinois because 
of its virtual isolation from 


the mainland, and fameus^for "its ap- 
ples, IB now in th» thick of its annual 
apple harvest This year the crop, a 
comparatively short one, - will run 
above 500,000 barrels, of which St. 
Louis will get half. 


The little river-bound county, pe- 


culiarly adapted to apple culture, con- 
tains only 258 square miles. Its pop- 
ulation of 10,000 persons is engaged 
for the most part in some branch of 
the apple growing industry, and the 
county has the distinction of'producing 
more apples than any county in the 
Middle West 


Speaking in millions, Calhoun this 


year is harvesting 250,000,000 -apples 
and if St Louis were to get all of them 
there would be an "apple a day to 
keep the doctor away" from every one 
of the 900,000 for 238 days. 


Calhoun county, strangely as it 


aeems, to those who .believe the Mis- 
sissippi runs north and south is north- 
west of St Louis. It is Abounded on 
the east south and west by rivers. It 
touches the Mississippi River on tne 
west and the Iliuols on the east, the 
two streams converging At the south 


" Joint of the county.

It is attached ?o Illinois at the north, 


but the denizens of the southern end 
of the county virtually lire in isolation. 
The peculiar situation of the hermit 
county has deprived it of a railroad, 
but the rivers have afforded it a means 
of getting rid of its annual output of 
pippins. 


This year there are seven steam- 


boats engaged in the apple trade be- 
tween ,St Louis and Calhoun. It will 


- take them nearly two months to move 


St Louis' Bhare of the crop. The re- 
mainder of the fruit is shipped to Chi- 
cago and other markets by rail. 


Every year the apple harvest causes 


a revival of river traffic that make^ 
one recall the days. of Mark Twain. 
The 'St Louto levee with Its endless 
etackB of apple barrels arid boats dta- 
charglng cargo presents a series of 
bUBtling scenes. The movement of the 
crop usually begins in August, but the 
zenith of the harvest IB never reached 
until October. The movement of late 
varieties some times runs through No- 
rwnber and into December. 


The apples are loaded on the boats 


it both Mississippi river and Illinois 
river points. Hardin, the county feeat 
of Calhoun, is one of the big shipping 
t>olnt8. There are many loading places 
Jon both rivers, and from these the 


"penny rollers" load the boats. Usu- 
ally all decks of the boats are filled by 
the time ,they ,are ready to start for 
St Louis. 


Tlfie Between Jobs. 


The "penny rollers," so called be- 


cause the men are paid a penny for 
each barrel they roll, in addition to 
their board, some times become so 
adept at handling barrels that they 
can roll as many as ,400 barrels a day. 
The average weight of each barrel is 
150 pounds, and rolling a barrel iip a 
cobblestone levee is not much amuse- 
ment for the roller. 


Some of the rollers remain at the 


docks and pass the time between boats 
throwing dice for apples or for the 
pennies they have earned.,. The craps 
games, largely a Mississippi river in- 
stitution, usually are conducted behind 
screens of apple barrels. En route the 
rollers sleep on the deck, sometimes 
without blankets. It requires a day 
and a night for a boat to make a trip 
to Calhoun and return, stopping at way 
places for its loadings. 


By reason of its topography, 
Cal- 


houn county went into the business of 
growing apples, and now when Its crop 
is normal it has enough to supply a 
large part of the .Mississippi Valley 
trade. Through years of experience in 
apple growing,^ the orchardlsts of Cal- 
houn have . found that the varieties 
Which thrive best in the county are: 
Jonathan, Ben Davis, Huntsman, York 
Imperial, Stayman Winesap, Winesap, 
Koman Beauty, Willow Twig, Minkler 
and Gano. It is interesting to know 
that there are several hundred varie- 
ties of apples. 


The grower often sells nig crop on 


the"tree, thus escaping the trials' of 
picking and shipping, but most of 
them do their own picking and pack- 
ing and deliver the apples at the load- 
ing stations. The buyer who contracts 
for the apples on the tree is gambling, 
and often sustains a great loss through 
frost. 


.One nourishing industry in Cathouu 
ich has to thank the apple for its 


existence is that of barrel making. The 
staves, hoops and tops for the barrels 
are shipped to the orchards "flat" or 
knocked down, and the cooper is kept 
busy in early summer assembling the 
barrels.

The barrels are seldom used twice. 


Handling the Fruit. v 


Picking and packing apples has 


come to be a science in these days of 
efficiency and waste elimination. The 
growers say that the most economical 
way of packing apples is the one that 
will keep the fruit the longest with 


less depreciation. 
The physical han- 


dling of the fruit crop is one of the 
most Important operation as well as 
one of the most expensive, and the 
growers have found that they could 
not afford to struggle along using an- 
tiquated methods. 


Though boxes are used extensively, 


for packing apples in the Pacific West, 
the barrel will always be the most im- 
portant package for Eastern and Mid- 
dle West fruit. The growers find that 
the fruit must be uniform" in ripeness 
and they insure this by making several 
pickings and making the time between 
picking and packing very short' 


The war has affected 
the apple 


grower in many ways. The one big 
good the grower got out of the con- 
flict was the campaign for the elimina- 
tion of waste. Despite the fact that no 
apples are being shipped abroad and 
that the whole crop of about 80,000,000 
barrels is for home consumption, there 
is less apple wastage today than ever. 


Harry Hartman, vice president of 


the William Hartman Fruit and Pro- 
duce Company, one of the , large St. 
Louis apple trading concerns, says 
that the price of apples this year will 
be about 35 per cent higher than last 
year. This, he says, is due to the 
shortage of the crop, the increased cost 
of production and the shortage of la- 
bor. , 


More women are engaged in the ap- 


ple harvest this year than ever before 
in the history Of Calhoun county. This 
condition is caused by the shortage of 
male labor, so many men having gone 
to war or engaged in war industries. 
The women become proficient <in the 
art of picking and packing because of 
their instinctive tendencies in handling 
the fruit. Growers say . that apples 
packed for storing should be "handled 
like eggs." 


Methods of storing apples for home 


use have a more scientific basis now, 
the grower says. 
One will say: 


"Back\on the farm, when I was a boy, 


grandfather used to imt forty bushels 
of apples away in the cellar bin every 
fall. That was a winter's supply for 
family use, and the old gentleman nev- 
er fussed with thermometers and ven- 
tilators in those days. It was no prob- 
lem at all."

man will say:

the forty bushels and eliminate the 
bad ones?"

:- - Apples for Storage. ' 


There is no trick at ajl about the 


storing of apples for commercial use, 
but there are new tricks In the storing 
of apples for later consumption. The 
large fruit grower or storage man finds 
out exactly what IB necessary to keep 
his product to the best advantage and 
he builds a structure suitable for the 
purpose. The householder must often 
get along with makeshifts. ' 
~Some varieties of fruit ripen faster 
than others and do not keep as long. 
The apple men have prepared a table 
showing the limits of keeping time of 
winter apples. The table shows that 
the Jonathan will keep from November 
until April, the Ben Davis from No- 
vember until February and the Wine- 
sap from January until June. 


The growers warn housewives that 


it IB bad to buy loose lots of apples 
for storing or apples without reliable 
pedigree. Their advice is to select a 
good winter keeper. 


Apples for storing should be solid 


fruit. A little break in the skin will 
start the ruin of the whole apple. 
There is a difference of opinion as to 
the value of wrapping apples in paper. 
If the air is moist, wrapping is un- 
necessary, but if the air is dry, wrap- 
ping will conserve the moisture. Wrap- 
ping also tends to prevent the com- 
munication of decay. In cellars where 
the air is dry, a sprinkling pot may 
be used to supply moisture. 


An old-fashioned method of keeping 


apples during the winter was burying 


them In the ground. 
This was re- 


markably successful, but often the 
fruit emerged from the ground with 
an earthy flavor. A good way to store 
apples in the ground is to lay them in 
a straw-lined trench, cover the fruit 
with lltter-and then with earth. 


Much has been said 
about the 


.waste In connection with the apple 
harvest A city man will drive through 
the country and will note many ap- 
ples on the ground under the trees. 
When he returns to the city he will 
talk about the lamentable waste of the 
orchardists. He is wrong. The pres- 
ent apple .waste is virtually nil. The 
apples the city man sees on the ground 
are wormy or those 
which have 


ripened prematurely and dropped. The 
apple that matures rapidly also rots 
quickly. In this respect the author of 
the Autocrat at the Breakast Table 
compares men to apples. He said that 
men who matured early in life de- 
cayed rapidly, and men who reached 
maturity later, were of a hardier na- 
ture. So it is with apples. ' 


- 
, Disposing of Windfalls. •• 


Calhoun county puts all of her ap- 


ples to one use or another. The wind- 
falls and culls are scooped up from 
the ground under the trees. They are 
used in the making of cider, apple but- 
ter, vinegar, and the better grade culls 
are sent to the' driers. 


There were times when, in full crop 


years, many apples were wasted. That 
was" when apples were bringing pricas 
below the cost of production and the 
orchardists decided it would be a 
waste of labor to put them on the 
market. If apples are wasted, said the 
grower, it proves that there is some- 
thing wrong with the method of dis- 
tribution. But that problem has been 
overcome. 


The nearest competitor in the apple 


trade to Calhoun county in the Middle 
West is the Ozark country. Few ap- 
ples are grown south of the Ozarks 
and the southern states import many 
apples from Illinois and Missouri. 


St. Louis is the apple center of the 


Middle West. Several million barrels 
of the fruit are handled through St. 


Louis markets every year. Many of 
the fancy apples are shipped to New 
York and other Ers'^rn points. 


The apple grower has adopted as a 


slogan "Let Us Spray," and it is be- 
lieved that through intensive orchard- 
ing, such as is coming into practice, 
the tide of production is soon to 
change from an insufficient produc- 
tion to an overproduction, 


German Shell Kills 


Men In "Tank" 


L. DELANY of u. s. A. 


a sergeant attached to Base 


Hospital No. 21, oa'-duty "somewhere 
in France," in a letter to Jack Ward, 
tells of an English "tank" that was 
blown up by German gunfire and de- 
stroyed. Of the twenty-six men in tne 
tank only one escaped instant death, 
and that man has lost, the use of one 
of his arms for life. 
' 


Sergt. Delany's letter, which was 


written July 31, and which was passed 
with minor portions of the sentences 
deleted, -flays- he understood United 
States troops then were on the line 
and would go into the trenches soon: 


Telling of the work of the hospital 


unit, Delany writes: - 


"The fellows are mostly from good 


families and are going after the work 
with a will. It's really the hardest 
kind you can imagine. Did you ever 
carry a man weighing 200 pounds on 
a stretcher? Well, that's some of the 
easiest of it. The worst is the long 
hours. The other day we had one run 
of wounded from 'up top' that lasted 
thirty-six hours. ' 
• 


> "The wounded come to us in auto- 
mobile ambulances, and are usually 
covered with mud from the trenches 
and are bloody and dirty. When they 
arrive we give them hot soup and then 
assign them to wards. Each ward is 
an East Indian raarkee tent, the finest 
in the world, double roofed and double 
walled, with wooden floors and elec- 
tric lights. 


"The patients are carried to these 


different tents and turned over to the 


nurses and -.Tardmaoters. Tho w*rd« 
masters are our fellows. The patient* 
are bathed and given clean linen andl 
put to bed. The medical officer* then 
make their rounds and decide on op- 
erations that are urgent The patient 
is then moved to the operating room. 


"Of course, the patients do not oome 


directly from the trenches, but hare 
had treatment, and In many cages b*va 
been operated on at the casualty clear- 
ing stations. 


"They are often horribly shot up and 


quite often die after reaching here. 


"Some of the wounds can only be de- 


scribed as spectacular. A boy of 19 
came down the other day who had 
been In a "tank" with twenty-fire oth- 
ers when a German shell came through 
and hit their ammunition and blew the 
tank to pieces. Before the, shell reach- 
ed the ammunition in the tank It plow- 
ed a groove in the back of the young 
chap brought here from shoulder to 
shoulder, about 4 inches deep and 5 
inches wide at one side and tapering 
off to nothing on the other side.- . - 


"He was the only one of the twenty- 


six in the tank who waa not killed out- 
right, We finally sent "him back to 
England with the wound practically 
healed. He can never use the one arm 
again, but otherwise is as good as ever. 


"There is not a single place on the 


anatomy of some soldier that has not 
been struck. Some of the wounds 
really are funny. For instance, I saw 
one the other day with just the tip oi 
his nose taken off and another wltn i 
'nice clean little hole bored through 
his left ear. 
N 


"A couple of our fellows have beet 


sent 'up top' already, and the rest of 
us are hoping and expecting to go at 
any time. Our troops are on the line, 
I understand, and will " go in the 
trenches shortly. 


"We are located near - , a city of 


much historical interest. The prison 
of John of Arc, in which she was im- 
prisoned in the year 1431, still is 
standing. The churches are wonder- 
ful. We have a church near us with 
a good old Irish priest named O'Neill, 
who spends most of his time visiting 
the wounded at our hospital. , 


"When we have an afte'rnoon off we 


either go to one of the theaters, where 
they have really good shows, but speak 
onjy this blank French lingo, or else 
we take a trip up or down the Seine in 
the small excursion boats, stopping 
along the way at the river cafes, 
. where we sip some cooling beverage 
while the boat waits."

To Clarify Fat.—-Melt fat and add a 


couple raw sliced potatoes to it. Al- 
low to heat gradually when the fat 
ceases to bubble and the potatoes ap- 
pear a nice brown; 
strain through 


double cheesecloth placed, over, wire 
strainer, into a pan. The potato ab- 
sorbs any odors or gases and collects 
to itself some of the sediment, the re- 
mainder settling to the bottom of the 
kettle. 


When there is only a small amount 


of fat to bo clarified, add to cold fat 
some boiling water. Stir vigorously, 
and set aside to cool; the fat will form 
a cake on top, which may be easily re- 
moved. 
On/the bottom of the cake 


will bo found sediment, which may 
.be readily scraped off with a knife. 


• 
All remnants of leftover fat, wheth- 


er cooked or uncooked, should be 
saved and fried out and when neces- 
sary' clarified. 
Fat 
from chicken, 


beef and pork may be used as shorten- 
ing in cakes, cookies, pies'or for fry- 
ing purposes. 
Fat from mutton may be used for 


making hard.and soft soap. Although 
a great many people do.not object to 
taste and use it the same as other 
tats, others throw it out, but in these 
times when we are "avoiding waste" 
wo can use all left over fats In some 
way or another. 


Do not forget that the water in 


which corned beef has been.cooked 
or the fat removed from soup stock 
may be tried out, clarified and used 
for all shortening purposes. 


Left over pieces of fat both cooked 


'and uncooked may be -tried out in the 
following way: 


To Try Out Fat. 


First cut in small pieces and put in 


the top of a double boiler. This way 
it requires less watching than as If it 
were placed directly over heat.

The now war tax placed on railroad 


fares has introduced a new method 
for the slackers to try to beat the gov- 
ernment. The tax is not imposed on 
fares less than thirty-five cents and. a. 
number of travelers on the Fort

Hue's have tried 
to 
keep under this 


limit by paying a fiity cent fare on 
the installment plan. The slacker who 
tries to pull this off pays his faro to a 
thirty eent point and then tries to pay 
the other twenty cents to his destina- 
tion.

efforts which were made on both sides 
of the Pacific to counteract a move- 
ment which would jeopardize the an- 
cient friendship of the two nations. 


"The visit of Viscount Ishii and his 


colleagues has accomplished a great 
change of poinion in this country. By 
frankly denouncing the evil influence 
which has been at work by openly 
proclaiming the policy of Japan is not 
one of aggression, and by declaring 
that there is no intention to take ad- 
vantage commercially or industrially 
of the special relations of China cro- 
uled by geographical position the rep- 
resentatives of Japan have cleared the 
diplomatic atmosphere of the suspi- 
cions which had 
been 
so 'carefully 


guided and over-zealous people in both 
countries. In a few days the propa- 
ganda of years has been undone, and 
both nations are now able to see how 
near they come to being led into a trap 
which had been skillfully set for them- 


Discussions Were Frank. 


"Throughout 
the 
conferences which 


have taken pla-ce 
Viscount Ishii 
has 


shown a sincerity and candor which dis- 
pelled every doubt as to his purpose and 
brought the two governments into an at- 
thitc of confidence toward each other 
which made it possible to discuss every 
question with frankness and cordiality. 
Approaching the subjects in such a spirit 
and with the mutual ifcsire to remove 
every possible cause nf controversy tho 
negotiations were marked by a sincerity 
and good will which from the first in- 
sured their success. 


"Tho principle result of the negotia- 


tions was the 
mutual 
understanding 


which wns reached as to the principles 
governing the policies of the two govern- 
ments in relation to China, The under- 
standing is formally set forth in the 
notes exchanged and now made public.

Moving Big Apple Crop From County Without Railroads 


C 


ALHOUN COUNTY, tho queer- 


est county in Illinois because 
of its virtual Isolation from 


the mainland, and famous for Its ap- 
ples, is now in the thick of its annual 
apple harvest This year the crop, a 
comparatively short one, will run 
above 500,000 barrels, of which St. 
Louia will get half. 


The little river-bound county, pe- 


culiarly adapted to apple culture, con- 
tains only 25S square miles. Its pop- 
ulation of 10,000 persons is engaged 
for the most part in some branch of 
the apple growing industry, and the 
county has the distinction of producing 
more apples than any county In the 
Middle West 


Speaking in millions, Calhoim this 


year is harvesting 250,000,000 apples 
and if St. Louis were to got all of them 
there would be an "apple a day to 
keep the doctor away" from every one 
of the 900,000 for 238 days- 


Calhoun county, strangely 
ae it 


seams, to those who .believe the Mis- 
sissippi runs north and south is north- 
west of St. Louis. It is bounded on 
the east, south and west by rivers. It 
touches the Mississippi River on tne 
•west and the Illuota on tho east, the 
two streams converging at the south 
tfolnt of the county. 


Excuse for Hirer Traffic, 


It Is attached ,'o Illinois at the north, 


but tho denizens of the southern end 
of the county virtually live in isolation. 
The peculiar situation of the hermit 
county has deprived it of a railroad, 
but tho rivers hare afforded it a means 
of getting rid of Its annual output of 
pippins. 


This year there are seven steam- 


boats engaged in the apple trade be- 
tween St Louis and Calhoun. It will 
tako them nearly two months to move 
St Louis' share of the crop. The re- 
mainder of the fruit Is shipped to Chi- 
cago and other markets by rail. 


Erery year the apple harvest causes 


a revival of river traffic that makes 
one recall the days of Mark Twain. 
The St- Louis levee with Its endless 
stacks of apple barrels and boats dis- 
charging cargo presents a series of 
bustling scenes. The movement of the 
crop usually begins in August, but the 
zenith of the harvest IB never reached 
until October. The movement of late 
varieties some times runs through No- 
rember and into December. 


The apples are loaded on the boats 


at both Mississippi river and Illinois 
fiver points. Hardin, the county seat 
of Caihoun, is one of the big shipping 
(>oint3. There are many loading places 
.Ion both rivers, and from these the 


"penny rollers" load the beats. Usu- 
ally all decks of the hoats arc filled by 
the time they are ready to start for 
St. Louis. 


Time Between Jobs. 


The "penny rollers," so called be- 


cause tho men aro paid a penny for 
each barrel they roll, in addition to 
their board, some times become so 
adept at handling barrels that they 
can roll as many as 400 barrels a day. 
Tha average weight of each barrel Is 
350 pounds, and rolling a barrel up a 
cobblestone levee Is not much amuse- 
ment for the roller. 


Some of the rollers remain at the 


docks and pass the time between boats 
throwing dice for apples or for the 
pennies they have earned. The craps 
games, largely a Mississippi river in- 
stitution, usually are conducted behind 
screens of apple barrels. En route the 
rollers sleep on the deck, sometimes 
without blankets. It requires a day 
and a night for a boat to make a trip 
to Calhoun and return, stopping at way 
places for Its loadings. 


By reason of its topography, Cal- 


houn county went info ilie business of 
growing apples, and now when Its crop 
is normal it has enough to supply a 
large part of tho Mississippi Valley 
trade. Through years of experience In 
apple growing, the orchardlsts of Cal- 
houn have found that the varieties 
which thrive best in the county are: 
Jonathan, Ben Davis, Huntsman, York 
Imperial, Stayman Wlnnaap, Winesap, 
Roman Beauty, Willow Twig, Minkler 
and Gano. It is interesting to know 
that there are several hundred varie- 
ties of apples. 


The grower often sells his crop on 


the tree, thus escaping tho trials of 
picking 
and shipping, 
but most of 


them do their own picking and pack- 
ing and deliver (be apples at the load- 
ing stations*. The buyer who contracts 
for the apples on the tree is gambling. 
and often sustains a great loss through 
frost. 


One flourishing industry in Caihoun 


which has to thank tho apple for its 
existence is that of barrel making. Tbo 
staves, hoops and tops for the barrels 
are shipped to the orchards "flat" or 
knocked down, and the cooper is kept 
busy in early summer assembling the 
barrels. 


The barrels are seldom used twice. 


Hamilton tbe Fruit. 


Picking and packing apples has 


come to be a science in these days of 
efficiency and waste elimination. The 
growers say that the mo?t economical 
way of packing apples is the one that 
will keep the fruit the longest with 


less depreciation. The physical han- 
dling of the fruit crop is one of the 
most important operation as well as 
one of the most expensive, and the 
growers have found that they could 
not afford to struggle along using an- 
tiquated methods. 


Though boxes are used extensively 


tor packing apples in the Pacific West, 
the barrel will always bo the most im- 
portant package for Eastern and Mid- 
dle West fruit. The growers find that 
the fruit must be uniform in ripeness 
and they insure this by making several 
pickings and making the time between 
picking and packing very short. 


The war has 
affected 
the 
apple 


grower in many ways. The one big 
good (he grower got out of (he con- 
flict was the campaign for the elimina- 
tion or waste. Despite the fact that no 
apples are being shipped abroad and 
that the whole crop of about 50,900,000 
barrels is for home consumption, ther« 
Is less apple wastage today than ever. 


Harry Hartman, vice president of 


the William Hartmim Fruit and Pro- 
duce Company, one of the iarga St. 
Louis apple 
trading concerns, says 


that the price of apples this year will 
bo about 35 per cent higher than last 
year. This, he says. 
Jg due to tho 


shortage of the crop, the increased cost 
of production and the shortage of la- 
bor. 


More women aro engaged in tho ap- 


ple harvest this year than ever before 
In the history of Calhoun county. This 
condition is caused by the shortage of 
male labor, so many men having gone 
to war or engaged in war industries. 
The women become proficient in the 
art of picking and packing because of 
their instinctive tendencies in handling 
the fruit 
Growers say that apples 


packed for storing should bo "handled 
like eggs." 


use have a more scientific b.isis now, 
the grower say?. 
One will pay: 


"Back on the farm, when 1 was a boy. 


grandfather used ;.o i>m, forty bushels 
of apples away in thu cellar bin every 
fall. That was a winter's supply for 
family use, and the old gentleman nev- 
er fussed with thermometers and ven- 
tilators la those days. It was no prob- 
lem at all." 


To this argument the modern apple 


man will say: "And do you remem- 
ber how often you boys bad to sort out 
the forty bushels and eliminate the 
bad ones?" 


Apples for Storage. 


There is no trick at all about the 


storing of apples for commercial use, 
but thera are new tricks In the storing 
of apples for later consumption. The 
large fruit grower or storage man finds 
out exactly what IB necessary to keep 
his product to the best advantage and 
ho builds a structure suitable for the 
purpose. Tho householder must often 
get along with makeshifts. 


Rome varieties of fruit ripen faster 


than others and do not keep as long. 
Tho apple men have prepared a table 
showing the limits of keeping time of 
winter apples. Tho tabie shows that 
the Jonathan will keep from November 
until April, Uio Ben Davis from No- 
vember until February and the Wine- 
sap from January until June. 


The growers warn housewives that 


it in bad to buy loose lots oC apples 
for storing or apples without reliable 
pedigree. Their advice is to select a 
good winter keeper. 


Apples for storing should be solid 


fruit. A little break In the skin will 
start the ruin of the whole apple. 
There is a difference of op-ninn as to 
the value of wrapping apples in paper. 
If the air I? moist, wrapping Is un- 
necessary, but if the air is dry. wrap- 
ping will conserve tho moisture. Wrap- 
ping also tends to prevent the com- 
munication of decay. In cellars whnre 
the nir ;s dry. ;i sprinkling pot may 
be used In supply moisture. 


An nM-fasi'.ioned method rf keeping 


apples (Jurinc tlic winter was burying 


them in the ground. 
This was re- 


markably successful, 
but 
often the 


fruit emerged from the ground with 
an earthy flavor. A good way to store 
apples hi the ground is to lay them In 
a straw-lined trench, cover the fruit 
with litter and then with earth. 


Much has 
been 
said 
about the, 


waste In connection with the apple 
harvest, A city man will drive through 
the country and will note many ap- 
ples on the ground under the trees. 
"When he returns to the city he will 
talk about the lamentable waste of the 
orchardists. He is wrong. The pres- 
ent apple waste is virtually nil. The 
apples the city man sees on the ground 
are wormy or those 
which have 


ripened prematurely and dropped. The 
apple that matures rapidly also rots 
quickly. In this respect the author of 
the Autocrat at the Breakast Table 
compares men to apples. Ho said that 
men who matured early 
in life de- 


cayed rapidly, and men who reached 
maturity later, were of a hardier na- 
ture. So it is with apples. 


Disposing of Windfalls. 


Galhoun county puts all of her ap- 


ples to one use or another. Tho wind- 
Tails and cults an? scooped up from 
(lie sroimii under i!ie trees. They are 
usnl in the niuklnt: of ei'lcr. apple but.- 
Irr. lini-p.ir. ami Hie better grade culls 
arc srnf lo the driers. 


There were times when, in full crop 


years, many apples were wasted. That 
was when apples wore bringing pricss 
below the cost of production and the 
orchardists decided 
it would 
be a 


waste of labor to 
put them 0:1 tt.u» 


market. If apples are wasted, said the 
grower, it proves that there is some- 
thing wrong -vviUi tho method of dis- 
tribution. Hut that problem lias been 
overcome. 


The nearest competitor in the apple 


trade to Calhoun county in the Middle 
West is the Or,ark country. Few ap- 
ples aro grown south of the Oiarks 
and the southern states import many 
apples from Illinois and Missouri. 


Si. Louis Is the apple center of (ho 


Middle West. Several million barrels 
of the fruit are handler! through St. 


Loula markets every year. Many of 
the fancy apples are shipped to New 
York and other Eastern points. 


The apple grower has adopted as a 


slogan "Let Us Spray," and it is be- 
lieved that through intensive orchard- 
ing, such as Is coming Into practice, 
the 
tide of production is soon to 


change from an insufficient produc- 
tion to an over production. 


German Shell Kills 


Men Sn "Tank" 


GEORGE L. DBLANY of u. s. A. 
^•^ 
a sergeant attached to Base 


Hospital No. 21, on duty "somewhere 
in France," in a letter to Jack Ward, 
tells of an English "tank" that was 
blown up by German gunfire and de- 
stroyed. Of the twenty-six men in trie 
tank only one escaped insiant death, 
and that man hag lost the use of one 
of bis arms for life. 


Sergt. Delany's letter, which was 


written July 31. and which was passed 
with minor portions ol the sentences 
deleted, says he understood 
United 


States troops then were on tho line 
and would go Into (lie trenches soon. 


Telling of the work of th« hospital 


unit. Many Writes: 


"Tho fellows arc mostly from good 


families and are soing after the work 
with a will. It's really the hardest 
kind you can imagine. 
Did you ever 


carry a man weighing 200 pounds on 
a stretcher? Well, that's some of the 
easiest of it. The worst is tho long 
hours. The other day we had one run 
of wounded from 'up top' that lasted 
thirty-six hours. 


"The wounded come to \is in auto- 


covered with mud from 
the trenches 


and arc bloody and dirty. When they 
arrive we give them hot soup and then 
assign them to wards. Each ward is 
an East Indian markee tent, tho finest 
in the world, double roofed and doulrto 
walled, with woodrn floors and clcr- 
tric lights. 


"The patients arc carried to these 


different tents r.nd turned over to the 


nurses and Tardmaaters, The ward- 
masters are our fellows. The patients 
arc bathed and given clean linen and 
put to bed. Th^ medical officers then, 
make their rounds and decide on op- 
erations that are urgent The patleafl 
is then moved to the operating room. 


"Of course, the patients do not coma 


directly from the trenches, but hare 
had treatment, and In many cases have 
been operated on at the casualty clear- 
ing stations. 


"They are often horribly shot up and 


quite often die after reaching here. 


"Some of the wounds can only be de- 


scribed aa spectacular. A hoy of 19 
came down the other day who had 
been In a "tank" with twenty-five oth- 
ers when a German shell came through 
and hit their ammunition and blew the 
tank to pieces. Before tho shell reach- 
ed the ammunition in tho tank it plow- 
ed a groove In the back of the young 
chap brought hero from shoulder to 
shoulder, about 4 Inches deep and 5 
Inches wido at one side and tapering 
off to nothing on the other side. 


"Ho was the ouly one of the twenty- 


six in the tank who was not killed out- 
right. We finally sent him back to 
England with the 
wound practically 


healed. He can never use the one arm 
again, but otherwise is as good as ever. 


"There is not ;i single place on the 


anatomy of some soldier that has not 
been struck. Some of the wounds 
really are funny. For instance, I saw 
one tho other day with just tho tip ol 
bis nose taken off and another witn i 
nice clean litile hole bored through 
his left car. 


"A couple of our fellows have been 


sent 'up top' already, and the rest of 
us are hoping and expecting to go at 
any time. Our troops are on the line, 
I understand, and will go in the 
trenches shortly. 


"We aro located near 
, a city ol 


much historical interest. The prison 
of John of Arc, in which she was im- 
prisoned in the year 1431, still is 
standing. The churches are wonder- 
ful. 
We have a church near us with 


a gcod old Irish priest named O'Xeilf, 
who spends most of his time visiting 
the wounded at our hospital. 


"When we have an afternnon off we 


either go to one of the theaters, where 
they have really good shows, but speak 
only this blank French lingo, or else 
we take a trip up or down the Seine in 
the small excursion boats, stopping 
along the way at the river cafes, 
where we sip some cooling beverage 
while the boat waits."

hi the heat that has attended discussion of 


pome issnujs of tlie city campaign just closed 
many have perhaps failed to note the absence 
of. a. venerable subject of political dispute, 
''Lair enforcement17 has had no place- in the 
controversies of the hustings in this contest.

Almost twenty-five years ago the administra- 
tion of Col. C, B. Oakley inaugurated a poiicy 
o£ law-enforcement that at the time was 
thought to be about the last word in practical 
rrgor. And it is to be said in the interest of 
truth that Mayor Oakley's "lid" had a pretty 
tiprhi fit, though there were some saloons that 
contrived to run the blockade constantly.

of a propaganda that the embarrassments o) 
the coal situation may bo considerably modi- 
fied by the development of a wood situation 
No doubt that is true.

In both 
practices the railroads of the country have 
wantonly destroyed no one may say how many 
hundreds of millions of cords of perfectly good 
fuel that might have beeji used both to eon- 
serve standing timber and to save in coal con- 
sumption.
